Searcy was host to the game with the 
Harding College JV's. The Indians led at 
half, 39-26, and kept that lead as a good 
turnout of Indian fans saw them win over 
the Bisons 76-62. 


Ending the first half of the season, at a 
tournament in Conway, the Indians met 
Oklahoma Conners Junior College losing 
89-72, and to Eastern Oklahoma A and M 
93-69.

Highlights of the Indian-West Ark JC game 
were televised. At the half the score was 
tied 38-38. The opponents finally beat the 
Indians 85-79. 


Twice beaten by Central Baptist College, 
the Indians reached 100 to top their 91 
points. Statistics proved a good ball game 
with 53% successfull shots from the field 
and 22 of 24 free throws for 92%. 


At Walnut Ridge the Indians played Southern 
Baptist College and were edged, 84-83. 
Leading at the half, the Indians lost when 
Southern Baptist sank a twenty foot jump 
shot as the buzzer sounded. 


LAMBERSON came off the bench in the last 
five minutes of the game with Shorter Col- 
lege to turn the tide into a win for the 
Indians, 85-84. Burge was the high pointer 
scoring a total of 25. 


A bad night at Beebe saw the Indians de~ 
feated by the University of Arkansas Shoats 
74-57. Out-rebounded by a taller team the 
Indians just couldn't connect with the basket, 
scoring only 35% of the shots from the field. 


In a free for all at the Phillips County game, 
BURGE was injured which prevented his ap- 
pearance in the rest of the season's games. 
HALEY scored 32 points and had six rebounds 
during the game but the Ridgerunners defeated 
the Indians 103 to 62. 


Opposing the State College of Arkansas Bears, 
BLACKBURN was high pointer with BRITTON 
close behind. The Indians out-rebounded them 
36-18 and completed 57% of thefield shots. The 
final outcome was a winfor the Indians 80 to77. 


With ten men in on the scoring, the Indians 
beat Arkansas Baptist College 89-72. 


A losing trip to Fayetteville saw the Shoats 
defeat the Indians 81-65. 


The Indians confronted the Bisons of Harding 
College who included two varsity players in 
their lineup. The Bisons had the height advan- 
tage and rebounds to take the win 92-79. 


Snow accompanied the Indian's trip to play 
Arkansas State J.V.'s. A poor shooting night, 
in general, was a cause of the Indian's loss 
of 80-59. 


Arkansas Baptist College led the entire game 
until the last three minutes when the Indians 
took the incentive and went ahead to win 74-70. 
One example of a good night, statistically, was 
64% completion of field goal attempts. 


When the Indians played the Arkansas State 
J.V.'S, a 5'8' Sophomore from Batesville, 
ROYCE VARNELL, started his first game of 
the season. He scored eight points by stealing 
the ball from their best guard four times. 
BRITTON made a last second jump shot, in 
overtime, to win the game 88-86. 


With the Indians leading by 13 points, in the 
second half, West-Ark came back to gainaone 
point advantage. With four men in the scoring 
column, the Indians finally defeated West-Ark, 
81-76 to delight a cheering Homecoming crowd.
